21  By  bidding  in  this  sale,  Purchaser 
personally  and  unconditionally  guarantees 
payment.

Situated  in  a  remote  location  in  the  extreme  northeast  of  the  island  of  Crete,  the  town  of  Itanos  dates  from  Minoan  times,  though  the  archaeological  evidence 
for  this  period  is  slight.  In  the  third  century  BC,  an  Egyptian  garrison  was  established  here,  and  this  led  to  increasing  Ptolemaic  influence  over  the  politics  of 
the  island.  However,  the  issue  represented  by  this  attractive  silver  drachm  appears  to  precede  the  Egyptian  occupation.  The  types  combine  the  head  of 
Athena  with  the  eagle  of  Zeus,  while  the  interesting  symbol  in  the  reverse  field  represents  the  marine  deity  Triton,  son  of  Poseidon  and  his  consort  Amphi- 
trite.

After  decades  of  fratricidal  strife  between  various  members  of  the  Seleukid  dynasty,  the  Syrians  rose  up  against  their  rulers  and  invited  Tigranes  11.  the 
Great,  of  Armenia  to  restore  order  in  their  kingdom  (83  BC).  His  rule  extended  over  the  following  fourteen  years  until  he  was  eventually  driven  out  of  Syria 
by  the  Roman  general  Lucullus. 

This  superbly  preserved  tetradrachm  issued  at  the  Syrian  capital  of  Antioch  shows  the  king  w  earing  his  distinctive  Armenian  tiara  on  the  obverse,  w  hile  the 
reverse  shows  the  city  goddess,  or  Tyche,  of  Antioch  with  the  river  god  Orontes  swimming  at  her  feet.  This  statue  was  created  by  the  Greek  sculptor 
Eutychides  of  Sikyon  (ca.  335-275  BC)  and  its  image  appears  on  the  reverses  of  many  Antiochene  coins  dow  n  to  early  Byzantine  times.

The  precise  identity  ot  the  bridge  depicted  on  this  handsome  sestertius  remains  a  subject  of  scholarly  speculation.  Traditionally,  it  has  been  described  as  the 
bridge  over  the  Danube  near  Drobetae,  designed  by  the  architect  Apollodorus  of  Damascus  and  built  in  AD  104  as  part  of  the  preparations  for  Trajan's  Sec¬ 
ond  Dacian  War.  However,  the  totally  different  appearance  of  this  bridge  on  Trajan's  Column  in  Rome  casts  serious  doubt  on  this  identification.  An  attrac¬ 
tive  alternative  is  provided  by  the  Pons  Sublicius  in  Rome's  Regio  XIV,  the  first  bridge  to  span  the  Tiber.  A  wooden  structure,  the  bridge  was  frequently 
damaged  or  swept  away  by  floods  but  was  always  restored  or  rebuilt  in  wood  as  a  matter  ot  religious  practice.  Doubtless,  such  a  restoration  occurred  early 
in  the  reign  of  Trajan  and  was  commemorated  by  this  coin  type,  which  appears  also  on  dupondii  and  asses.

Alimenta  Italiae :  Trajan's  great  benevolence  to  Italy,  which  had  suf¬ 
fered  much  in  the  civil  wars,  is  well  attested  by  contemporary  coinage, 
monuments,  tablets  and  writing.  The  emperor  greatly  aided  the  people 
of  Italy  with  food,  provisions  in  corn  and  other  resources,  and  was  a 
great  benefactor  to  her  children,  as  alluded  to  here  on  this  Sestertius. 
In  a  panegyric  written  in  AD  100,  Pliny  the  Younger  tells  us:  "there 
were  very  nearly  5,000  free-born  children  w  hom  the  liberality  of  our 
prince  (say  he),  sought  out  and  adopted.  A  reserv  e  in  case  of  w  ar,  and 
an  ornament  in  peaceful  times,  they  are  nourished  at  the  public  cost, 
and  learn  to  love  their  country,  not  only  as  their  country  only,  but  also 
as  their  nursing  mother.  From  the  ranks  of  these  will  our  camps,  our 
tribes  be  filled...".

The  obverse  and  reverse  dies  used  to  strike  this  coin  come  from  con¬ 
secutive  issues  but  are  improperly  paired.

The  gold  Noble.  Half  Noble  and  Quarter  Nobles  of  Edward  Ill  repre¬ 
sented  the  first  successful  attempt  to  introduce  gold  coinage  on  a  seri¬ 
ous  scale  into  England.  The  Noble  was  valued  at  6  shillings  and  8 
pence,  i.e.  80  pence,  or  one  third  of  a  pound.  When  the  Treaty  of  Bre- 
tigny  was  signed  in  1360  with  King  John  (the  Good)  of  France, 
Edward's  title  to  the  Kingdom  of  France  was  omitted  from  the  coin¬ 
age,  but  it  was  resumed  again  in  1369.  The  Treaty  did  not  lead  to  last¬ 
ing  peace  (for  a  while  Edward  111  renounced  his  claims  on  the  French 
throne)  but  it  gave  a  9  year  respite  from  the  Hundred  Years  War.

Born  in  December  1421  at  Windsor  Castle,  Henry  was  King  of 
England  from  1422-1461  and  again  from  1470-1471.  and  dis¬ 
puted  King  of  France  1422-1453. 

Having  become  king  as  a  baby,  Henry's  realm  was  gosemed  by 
regents  until  he  came  of  age  in  1437.  He  w  as  peaceful  and  pious 
and  favored  the  factions  who  wanted  peace  w  ith  France,  but  oth¬ 
ers  were  happy  to  continue  the  Hundred  Years  War.  Soon.  Joan  of 
Arc's  military  victories  and  influence  o\er  the  monarchy  fuelled 
France's  resurrection  and  there  was  an  eventual  five  year  truce 
followed  by  a  disastrous  resumption  of  the  war  and  the  English 
loss  of  Normandy. 

Henry  was  not  suited  for  the  dynastic  Wars  of  the  Roses  which 
began  later  in  his  turbulent  reign,  and  the  court  intrigue  and 
machinations  of  the  time  left  him  cold.  He  became  a  political 
pawn  and  was  probably  eventually  murdered  in  1471.  A  good 
man,  but  unsuited  for  the  job  of  King.

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Richard  III  Groat

*  Richard  III  was  king  for  only  2  years  (1483-1485)  and  his  body  was  discovered  in  2012  under  a  ear  park  in  Leicester,  not  far  from  where  he  fought  his  last 
battle  at  Bosworth  Field  on  22  August  1485. 


Richard  III  had  the  misfortune  to  attract  the  attention  of  2  men  of  literary  genius,  Sir  Thomas  More  and  William  Shakespeare.  The  former  held  up  Richard 
for  examination  in  the  light  of  the  new  Renaissance  learning,  as  a  model  of  what  a  king  should  not  be,  while  Shakespeare  drew  on  More  and  other  Tudor 
chroniclers,  to  produce  a  piece  of  propaganda  which  also  happened  to  be  a  very  entertaining  work  of  art. 

As  the  brother  of  King  Edward  IV  who  reigned  1461-1470  to  1483  (with  a  brief  interruption  1470-71)  Richard  fought  loyally  by  his  side.  Around  him  raged 
factional  quarrels  and  duplicity.  In  1 477  the  machinations  of  another  brother,  the  oft-forgiven  Duke  of  Clarence,  became  too  much  even  for  the  tolerant  Kina 
Edward.  Clarence  was  sentenced  to  death  for  high  treason  and  while  Edward  hesitated  to  implement  the  sentence.  Parliament  (the  Commons)  urged  that  lie 
be  killed.  It  seems  likely  that  Clarence  really  was  drowned  in  a  barrel  of  Malmsey  wine  as  celebrated  in  Shakespeare's  play  'Richard  III. 'It  was  his  favourite 
tipple,  and  it  seems  that  Clarence  was  allowed  to  choose  his  own  style  of  death.  According  to  contemporary  chroniclers  (as  opposed  to  Tudor  ones)  Rich¬ 
ard's  voice  w  as  the  only  one  to  speak  up  for  Clarence,  and  after  his  brother's  death  he  was  so  overcome  by  grief  that  'Thenceforth  Richard  came  rarely  to 
court  and  he  kept  himself  within  his  own  lands.  The  good  reputation  of  his  private  life  and  public  activities  powerfully  attracted  the  esteem  of  strangers. 'This 
good  contemporary  account  of  Richard's  private  life  is  in  sharp  contrast  to  Shakespeare's  vilification.  The  picture  of  Richard  which  can  be  gleaned" from  the 
comments  and  records  before  he  became  king,  and  before  the  Tudor  writers  went  to  work  on  him,  is  by  no  means  detailed  but  we  get  a  picture  of  a  man  who 
was  reserved,  serious,  loyal,  and  almost  puritanical  in  his  devotion  to  business  matters. 

On  the  death  of  Edward  IV.  Richard  was  established  as  Protector  of  Edward's  1 2  year  old  son  (also  named  Edward)  who  would  have  been  crowned  King 
Edward  V.  The  powerful  nobleman  Lord  blastings  initially  supported  this  course  of  events,  but  then  switched  allegiance  to  Edward  I  V's  w  idow  Elizabeth 
Woodville,  who  fled  with  her  younger  son  Richard  and  her  daughters,  and  sought  sanctuary  in  Westminster  Abbey.  Richard's  reaction  was  as  fast  as  the 
attempt  to  seize  power  by  Elizabeth  and  Hastings  had  been.  Richard  had  Hasting's  executed  and  removed  the  two  young  princes  to  the  Tower  of  London.  At 
this  stage  it  should  be  noted  that  the  Tower  was  still  regarded  as  a  royal  residence  and  had  not  yet  acquired  its  sinister  reputation  as  a  prison.  But  the  princes 
did  eventually  disappear. 


Richard  was  declared  King  and  was  crowned  at  Westminster  Abbey  in  June  1483.  He  set  out  to  tour  his  kingdom,  but  he  soon  received  news  of  a  switch  of 
allegiance  by  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  to  the  alliance  which  focused  on  Elizabeth  Woodville  and  Henry  Tudor. 

As  an  exile  in  France,  Henry  Tudor  had  his  eyes  on  the  English  crown  and  basked  in  new  rumours  that  not  only  had  King  Richard  ordered  the  murders  of  the 
two  Princes  in  the  Tower,  but  those  of  King  Henry  VI  and  the  Duke  of  Clarence!  Henry  landed  on  August  7th  in  Milford  Haven,  Wales  and  gradually  gath- 
ued  an  army  which  confronted  Richard  at  Bosworth,  two  weeks  later.  It  seems  that  Richard,  accompanied  by  80  devoted  followers,  charged  straight  at 
Henry,  but  this  rash  battle  tactic  backfired  and  he  was  overw  helmed  and  hacked  to  death. 


The  discovery'  ol  Richard's  body  after  527  years  will  do  nothing  to  tell  us  who  killed  the  princes  in  the  Tower,  or  to  what  extent  the  Tudors'v i I i tleation  of 
Richard  was  justified,  but  it  does  confirm  Richard's  manner  of  death.  Interestingly,  it  also  tells  us  that  he  was  not  as  deformed  as  Shakespeare  would  have  us 
believe.  Richard  had  a  sideways  twisted  spine  which  resulted  from  scoliosis  and  this  caused  one  shoulder  to  be  a  little  higher  than  the  other,  but  he  did  not 
have  a  withered  arm  and  he  was  slightly  taller  than  the  average  height  for  the  period.  The  supporters  of  Richard  now  hope  that  the  image  of  the  able  admin¬ 
istrator  and  loyal  brother  can  supplant  that  of  the  evil  deformed  usurper  so  popular  in  Tudor  England1

Great  Britain-  Testoon. ,,r  Shilling,  ND  S.2365.  Henry  VIII.  1509-1547.  London  mint.  Third  coinage  (1544-1547).  Obverse:  C  lassic  crowned  portrait  of 
king  facing.  Reverse:  Crowned  rose  between  crowned  H  and  crowned  R.  This  is  the  very  first  English  shilling  coin.  Produced  as  a  new  denomination 
towards  the  end  ot  this  remarkable  reign,  the  coins  were  poorly  made  and  sometimes  turn  up  with  the  portrait  and  design  barely  visible.  This  is  actually  a 
superb  example,  and  although  it  has  a  small  edge  striking  split  (as  is  often  the  case)  it  has  probably  seen  little  if  any  circulation.  It  has  a  great  portrait,  w  ith 
well  stiiu.k  features  and  the  image  ol  biull  King  Henry,  the  serial  divorcer  and  thorn  in  the  side  of  the  Catholic  Church  is  very  similar  to  that  seen  in  a  Hol¬ 
bein  painting!  Very  high  grade  for  this  crude  issue.  NGC'  graded  EF-40. 


*  I  his  piece  appears  to  be  made  from  good  metal  and  has  a  bright,  high-grade  silver  appearance.  Unfortunately  many  Testoons  were  minted  from  low-grade 
silver  and  have  a  tell-tale  greeny-gray  look.  Henry  VIII  openly  debased  the  coinage  from  1 544  to  help  finance  his  wars,  and  between  1 544  and  1 546  the  sil¬ 
ver  content  of  his  coins  declined  by  nearly  60%.  In  the  end  the  quality  of  England's  silver  coinage  was  so  poor  that  the  blanched  silver  surface  of  the  coins 
soon  wore  away  to  reveal  the  copper  alloy  beneath,  which  earned  Henry  the  nickname  'Old  Coppemose.' 

I  he  last  five  years  ot  Henry  s  reign  ( 1 542- 1547)  were  almost  as  gloomy  as  his  father's  ( Henry  VI I )  had  been.  He  suffered  from  severe  headaches  w  hich  w  ere 
grow  ing  worse,  and  an  ulcerous  leg  vv  hich  caused  him  great  pain.  At  the  relatively  young  age  of  53  he  was  so  obese  he  was  v  irtually  immobile.  He  obtained 
some  consolation  from  his  last  marriage  in  1543  to  the  twice-widowed  Catherine  Parr,  an  intelligent  woman  who  nursed  her  ailing  spouse  and  provided 
some  semblance  ol  normal  family  lile  tor  him.  Catherine  persuaded  Henry'  to  have  all  of  three  children  at  court,  Mary  and  Elizabeth  as  well  as  the  beloved 
Edw  ard.  Henry  made  another  incursion  into  France,  which  merely  drained  the  English  exchequer  of  money  skillfully  accrued  by  Thomas  Cromwell,  and 
led,  among  other  things,  to  the  debasement  of  the  coinage.  Henry  died  an  ageing,  obese,  capricious  tyrant  in  January  1547.  having  ascended  the  throne  38 
years  earlier  in  a  burst  of  enthusiasm,  a  swaggering,  tall  and  talented  young  man,  full  of  promise  and  potential.  History  remembers  Henry  VIII  for  his  6 
w  ives  and  the  fact  that  he  led  England  in  a  break  with  the  Catholic  Church  of  Rome.

This  compares  well  with  the  Cheshire  Collection  specimen  where 
the  coin's  background  was  described  as  this:  'King  Edward  (the 
third  Tudor  king)  was  only  14  when  this  coin  was  minted,  son  of 
Henry  VI 1 1  by  Jane  Seymour,  in  fact  Henry’s  only  son.  Henry's 
obsessive  desire  for  a  male  heir  of  course  caused  the  great  schism 
between  the  catholic  church  and  himself,  leading  to  the  establish¬ 
ment  ot  the  Church  of  England.  Edward's  health  had  been  fragile 
since  birth,  and  he  died  of  tuberculosis  in  July  1553.  He  had  no 
time  to  make  his  mark  on  the  world,  except  perhaps,  numismati- 
cally,  for  his  coins  are  classic  works  of  Renaissance  art,  and  this, 
his  silver  crown,  became  the  very  first  in  a  long  line  of  beautifully 
engraved,  emblematic,  large  silver  issues  of  England  and  later 
Great  Britain.

*  These  'milled'coins  were  innovative,  and  were  among  the  finest! 
examples  of  Tudor  numismatic  art.  For  the  next  century  the  regular  sil¬ 
ver  coinage  was  of  inferior  quality,  especially  during  the  period  of  the 
English  Civil  War.  The  early  'milled'coins  were  produced  in  a  screw! 
press  introduced  by  Eloye  Mestrelle,  a  French  moneyer,  only  3  years 
or  so  after  Elizabeth  I's  accession.  The  machinery  required  to  produce 
this  new  'mill  money'was  slow  and  cumbersome  (parts  of  the  machin-j 
ery  were  powered  by  a  horse  drawn  mill)  and  producing  coins  by  hand 
proved  faster.  Mestrelle  was  himself  unpopular  and  was  ironically 
hanged  for  counterfeiting  in  1578.  A  sad  end  to  a  great  man  who  was! 
ahead  of  his  time.

This  coin  was  struck  just  a  couple  of  years  before  the  death  of  one  of  England's  greatest  monarchs.  A  firm  pragmatist.  Elizabeth  had  maintained  peace 
with  in  her  kingdom,  and  she  managed  to  avoid  war  with  her  neighbors.  But  by  1 588  King  Philip  of  Spain  had  decided  to  attack  England  and  teach  Elizabeth 
a  lesson  she  would  remember.  England  was  a  bastion  of  anti-Catholicism  and  Elizabeth  had  long  provided  a  base  and  refuge  for  Philip's  rebellious  subjects 
in  the  Netherlands,  but  she  w  as  now  supplying  soldiers  to  fight  alongside  the  Dutch.  Once  faced  w  ith  the  hated  prospect  of  war,  however,  Elizabeth  acted 
decisively. 

The  invading  Spanish  Armada,  of  which  it  was  originally  said  'the  ocean  sighed  under  the  burden  of  it'was  sighted  off  the  coast  of  Cornwall  on  19th  July 
1588  and  the  w  arning  beacon  fires  flamed  along  the  coast  of  southern  England,  alerting  everyone  to  the  defence  of  his  native  land.  As  the  Armada  had 
anchored  off  Calais  for  the  night,  Francis  Drake  sent  in  fire-ships,  loaded  w  ith  anything  inflammable  that  could  be  found.  The  panicking  fleet  sailed  north 
and  was  slowly  decimated  by  the  harrrying  English  and  storms.  The  invasion  failed. 

It  w  as  during  her  reign  that  the  foundations  of  the  future  British  Empire  w  ere  laid  and  here  began  England's  association  w  ith  America,  indeed  Virginia  w  as 
named  after  Elizabeth  I.  She  always  appreciated  that  England  was  important  as  a  jumping-off  point  for  the  New  World. 

In  her  last  years,  unlike  other  long-lived  monarchs,  Elizabeth  did  not  lose  her  grip.  She  even  contained  her  infatuation  for  the  handsome  Earl  of  Essex,  a  boy 
of  17  when  he  came  to  court,  and  34  years  her  junior.  In  1601  Essex  dared  to  lead  a  rebellion  against  Elizabeth.  He  was  executed  on  30  November  1601, 
around  the  time  this  silver  Crown  was  minted. 

On  March  24  1603  Elizabeth  died.  She  was  the  last  and  greatest  of  the  Tudors.

In  our  opinion 
nicer  than  the  Slaney  collection  specimen  which  fetched  £9,200  British  Pounds  in  May  2003,  and  certainly  nicer  than  any  of  the  four  Van  Roekel  collection 
James  I  Second  Coinage  crowns  which  were  offered  in  2001.  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine,  Details  (Tooled). 

This  crown  was  struck  during  the  period  1604-1605  when  the  small  lis  mintmark  was  used  on  the  coinage. 

When  James  VI  of  Scotland  succeeded  to  the  English  throne  in  1603  upon  the  death  of  the  popular  Queen  Elizabeth  I,  he  had  already  achieved  a  reputation 
as  a  successful  ruler  as  well  as  a  scholar.  It  was  with  considerable  anticipation  then  that  the  English  awaited  his  arrival. 

The  early  impressions  of  the  new  ruler  who  was  to  style  himself  the  'King  of  Great  Britain,'*  ere  not  favorable.  James  had  never  been  an  heroic  figure  but 
h.s  pallid  countenance  and  limping  figure  were  growing  more  prepossessing  with  age.  His  broad  Scots  accent  and  often  clownish  manners  dismayed  his 
courtiers.  One  Englishman  commented,  'He  is  wonderfully  clever.'but  he  added  'and  he  has  an  excellent  opinion  of  himself.'To  some  extent  James’s  self-con- 
tidence  was  justified.  He  had  successfully  managed  his  turbulent  Scottish  kingdom,  but  did  not  realize  that  England  had  a  much  row  dier  and  more  demand¬ 
ing  Parliament. 


For  the  first  few  years  of  his  reign  James  was  carried  along  by  Elizabeth's  old  ministers  and  notably  Robert  Cecil  whom  he  created  Earl  of  Shaftesbury  in 

I605'  ln  1605  he  vvas  also  ,ortunate  that  a  Plot  bY  a  groilP  of  Catholic  conspirators  (including  Guy  Fawkes)  was  discovered  before  the  gunpowder  they  had 
concealed  below  the  Houses  of  Parliament  could  have  'blown  up  all  at  a  clap.'

*  The  motto  emblazoned  on  the  reverse  of  this  coin,  and  the  rather  haughty  equestrian  image  of  the  king  on  the  obverse  must  have  caused  consternation  in 
the  ranks  of  the  Parliamentarians  who  controlled  the  King's  mint.  From  the  start  of  the  Civil  War.  for  three  years  or  so.  there  had  been  a  \  irtual  stalemate  in 
the  fight  between  the  forces  of  the  king  and  Parliament.  Charles  failed  to  press  home  any  early  advantage  and  to  take  London.  In  1643  w  hen  the  Parliamen¬ 
tary  forces  were  thrown  into  disarray  by  the  deaths  of  both  Pym  and  Hampden  (two  leading  Members  of  Parliament)  the  king  faded  to  do  a  deal  with  the 
moderates  in  Parliament,  and  by  1644  the  figure  of  Oliver  Cromwell  had  emerged.  Cromwell  established  Parliament's  professional  and  disciplined  'New 
Model  Army'which  in  1 645  at  the  Battle  ofNaseby  decisively  beat  the  royalists.  After  briefly  flirting  w ith  the  Scots  who  first  supported  him  and  then  aban¬ 
doned  him,  by  the  start  of  1 647  Charles  1  was  in  the  power  of  Cromwell's  army.  Soon,  Cromwell,  abandoned  any  attempt  to  compromise  w  hen  faced  by  the 
king’s  ongoing  intransigence.  The  Model  Army  showed  it  did  not  need  the  king  by  marching  on  London  and  taking  control  of  the  capital  I  ventuallv  ,t 
demanded  that  'Charles  Stuart,  that  man  of  blood.'be  brought  to  account,  and  the  rest  is  history.  The  king  was  tried  and  eventually  executed  on  a  chill  win¬ 
ter's  morning,  30  January  1649.  . $  10  ()<)() .

English  Silver  Coinage  designates  the  Tanner's  copy  as  Rarity  4  (only  1 1  to  20  examples  known)  whereas  the  regular  Cromwell  Crown  is  simply  described 
as  'scarce, 'making  this  an  irreplaceable  landmark  coin.  NGC  graded  Proof  64. 

*It  is  easy  to  see  Cromwell  as  an  uncompromising  regicide  and  Charles  as  a  dignified  martyr  who  was  misunderstood  and  died  with  great  dignity.  In  reality, 
Charles  the  man  was  courteous  if  distant,  but  as  a  king  he  had  a  complete  lack  of  scruples.  He  lied,  cheated  and  double-crossed  from  start  to  finish.  What 
doomed  him  w  as  his  failure  to  understand  the  spirit  of  England  which  Parliament  to  a  large  extent  represented  and  which  is  so  clearly  show  n  in  the  calibre 
of  his  opponents,  Pym,  Hampden,  Fairfax,  Milton  and  Cromwell. 

As  Lord  Protector  Oliver  Cromwell  gained  great  prestige  for  himself  and  for  his  country.  In  his  first  year  he  made  what  was  considered  as  an  advantageous 
peace  with  the  Dutch,  in  1654  he  made  war  with  Spain.  His  government  could  not  put  an  end  to  religious  disorder,  but  it  set  an  example  of  tolerance,  even 
towards  the  Catholics.  There  began,  however,  an  experiment  in  military  government  which  served  only  to  heighten  ill-feeling  all  round.  Eleven  major-gen¬ 
erals  were  put  over  the  administration  of  large  districts  and  eventually  the  country  began  to  tire  of  Cromwell's  puritanical  attitudes  and  militaristic  fervour. 
The  second  Protectorate  (Cromwellian)  Parliament  was  elected  in  an  atmosphere  of  growing  discontent  and  was  so  divided  it  seemed  that  the  country  could 
only  be  re-united  under  a  constitutional  monarch.  Cromwell  then  became  Lord  Protector  -  a  de  facto  king  -  and  in  1657  he  was  given  the  right  to  name  his 
successor. 

In  1 658  (the  year  this  coin  is  dated)  Oliver  died  and  his  amiable  though  completely  unsuitable  eldest  son  Richard  replaced  him,  although  Richard  clearly  did 
not  want  the  job!  The  country  had  experimented  and  was  now  in  the  mood  for  the  return  of  the  monarchy  in  the  person  of  the  able  and  energetic  King 
Charles  It.

1662  was  the  lirst  year  ol  issue  for  the  silver  Crowns  of  Charles  II.  Charles  had  returned  to  England  in  1660  having  entered  London  on  29  May  to  a  stupen¬ 
dous  w  elcome  from  the  crowds  w  ho  had  tw  enty  months  earlier  witnessed  the  death  of  Oliv  er  Cromw  ell. 

Alter  the  execution  ol  his  father  in  1649,  Charles  II  was  duly  crowned  King  of  Scotland  in  January  1651  and  although  Cromwell  had  heavily  defeated  the 
Scots  at  Dunbar  on  September  a  1 650,  t  hades  nevertheless  led  an  army  into  England.  He  met  a  decisive  defeat  at  Worcester  one  year  later  on  September  3 
1651,  disguised  himself  as  a  servant,  and  hid  in  a  large  oak  tree  before  departing  for  nine  years  of  exile  in  Holland.  In  September  1658  Cromwell  died  and 
his  son  Richard  became  Lord  Protector,  but  Richard  had  none  of  his  father's  genius  and  w  as  happy  to  v  acate  the  post.  General  Monck,  the  ablest  of  Crom¬ 
well  s  lieutenants,  felt  that  the  country  was  ready  tor  the  return  ol  a  suitably  chastened  monarchy  and  was  instrumental  in  asking  Parliament  to  proclaim 
Charles  II  King. 

C  harles  was  a  pragmatist  a  patriot  a  scientist,  a  womaniser  and  a  patron  ol  the  arts.  He  helped  build  the  British  navy  and  encouraged  colonial  expansion,  and 
he  was  a  clever  political  compromiser  who  was  determined  not  to  repeat  the  mistakes  of  his  obstinate  and  ill-fated  father. 

At  the  time  when  this  silverC  rown  was  produced,  the  reign  ol  Charles  II  wasjust  beginning.  His  tenure  lasted  25  years  -  a  good  innings  in  the  17th  century 
-  he  undoubtedly  had  'the  common  touch'and  equally  undoubtedly  was  the  best  of  the  Stewarts.

Charles  II  died  in  1685  and  his  brother  James  became  King  James  II 
The  accession  went  smoothly,  indeed  auspiciously.  A  parliament  was 
elected  and  proved  more  friendly  to  the  Crown  than  any  parliament 
since  the  early  years  of  the  Restoration.  There  w  as  a  failed  attempt  to 
replace  James  as  king  when  the  Duke  of  Monmouth  (illegitimate  son 
of  Charles  II)  landed  at  Lyme  Regis  on  the  south  English  coast  with 
about  150  followers  and  something  like  4,000  ill-armed  and  untrained 
rebels  gathered  around  him  in  the  west  of  England.  Many  gradually 
believed  that  the  new  Catholic  King  James  represented  a  fundamental 
threat  to  the  Protestant  faith  of  the  kingdom  and  to  the  independence 
of  Parliament,  but  the  tactics  and  the  timing  of  the  rebels  w  ere  poor 
and  the  rebel  army  was  destroyed  at  the  Battle  of  Sedgemoor. 

Fuelled  by  the  savage  retribution  inflicted  after  Sedgemoor  the  opposi¬ 
tion  to  James  ran  wide  and  deep.  Within  three  years  he  had  been  top¬ 
pled  in  what  became  known  as  The  Glorious  Revolution  by  a  Dutch 
army  invited  into  England  by  supporters  of  James'daughter  and  son- 
in-law  William  and  Mary.  James  fled  to  France  and  adopting  the  chal¬ 
lenged  the  British  monarchy  for  several  decades  in  a  series  of  upris¬ 
ings.  James  died  in  exile  in  France  in  September  1701.

Aceording  to  the  text  accompanying  the  Millennia  Collection 
1746  Lima  Crown.  Lima  marked  coins  were  struck  from  Spanish 
bullion  seized  by  Captain  George  Anson  under  orders  from  the 
Admiralty  during  his  trans-global  ocean  voyage  of  1740-1744. 
When  1 1  Spanish  treasure  ships  captured  off  the  Philippines  were 
sailed  back  to  Portsmouth  and  the  precious  metal  delivered  to  the 
mint  in  London.  Anson  became  the  most  famous  admiral  of  his 
day.  Anson's  six  warships  were  at  sea  for  three  years  and  nine 
months.  While  his  crew'  were  beset  by  scurvy  his  squadron  of 
ships  endured  storms,  shipw  recks  and  furious  battles,  costing  him 
5  ships  and  1400  of  his  1900  personnel.  But  he  captured  many 
prizes  of  booty,  sacked  and  plundered  the  town  of  Payta  Bay  and 
sank  or  damaged  a  great  number  of  Spanish  ships.

*Th  is  majestic  coin  was  minted  in  a  year  of  compelling  events.  In 
1825  the  first  public  steam  railway  was  opened  up  in  Britain, 
between  Stockton  and  Darlington.  In  the  same  year  there  came 
the  first  of  the  cyclical  crises  and  depressions  which  upset  com¬ 
merce  and  industry  every  9  years  or  so  throughout  the  country. 
MacGregor  the  Scottish  adv  enturer  issued  a  £300,000  loan  with  2 
'/t  %  interest  through  the  London  bank  of  Thomas  Jenkins  &  Co 
for  the  fictitious  Central  American  state  of  Poyais.  His  actions  led 
to  the  Panic  of  1 825,  the  first  modem  stock  market  crash! 

Outside  Britain,  John  Quincy  Adams  succeeds  James  Monroe  as 
President  of  the  United  States,  Nicholas  I  became  Tsar  of  Russia 
and  Boliv  ia  gained  its  independence  from  Spain.

*  George  IV  was  the  eldest  son  of  George  III  and  claimed  the 
throne  in  1820,  the  year  of  his  father's  death.  From  an  early  age 
George  rebelled  against  his  father's  strict  discipline  and  by  the 
1 780s  the  Prince  of  Wales  had  become  a  heavy  drinker,  a  gambler 
and  a  womaniser.  Nevertheless  the  Prince  w  as  very  interested  in 
architecture  -  especially  the  work  of  John  Nash.  He  arranged  for 
Nash  for  create  Buckingham  Palace  out  of  Buckingham  House 
and  he  supervised  the  rebuilding  of  the  Royal  Pav  ilion  at  Brigh¬ 
ton. 

George's  indulgent  lifestyle  badly  damaged  Ins  health.  He  was 
massively  obese  and  was  addicted  to  the  opium  based  laudanum, 
and  to  alcohol.  Sadly,  he  also  began  to  show  signs  of  insanity  .  By 
1828,  the  year  of  this  Crown,  the  King  was  a  recluse  at  Windsor 
Castle  and  eventually  he  died  in  1830  at  the  age  of  67. 

Never  in  modem  times  has  a  sovereign  died  so  unlamented,  nor 
has  the  person  of  the  monarch  retained  si'  little  respect  after  death 
as  George  IV  in  1830.  Robert  Huish's  venomous  biography  of 
1830-1831  declared  of  the  late  king  'with  a  personal  income 
exceeding  the  national  revenue  of  a  third-rate  power,  there 
appeared  to  be  no  limit  to  his  desire,  nor  any  restraint  to  his  pro¬ 
fusion.' 

Fortunately  the  British  monarchy  surv  ived  his  time  as  king  and 
several  decades  later  was  in  robust  health  lo  his  credit.  George 
IV  was  a  modern  constitutional  monarch  who  loved  art  and  line 
architecture,  and  his  numismatic  portraits  and  designs  are  an 
enduring  legacy.

*  King  William  IV  reigned  for  less  than  7  years,  from  1830  to 
1837.  As  the  third  son  of  George  III,  William  was  born  at  Buck¬ 
ingham  Palace  in  1 765.  He  entered  the  navy  in  1 779  and  saw  ser¬ 
vice  in  America  and  the  West  Indies.  By  1811  he  had  reached  the 
rank  of  admiral  and  was  famously  known  as  'Sailor  Bill.' 

On  the  death  of  his  brother,  George  IV,  he  became  king.  At  first 
he  was  very  popular,  but  later  he  w-as  seen  as  an  obstacle  to  par¬ 
liamentary  reform  (when  this  became  the  issue  of  the  day)  and  a 
man  who  would  attempt  to  frustrate  the  will  of  the  electorate. 
Inevitably,  however,  the  King  was  forced  to  support  reform.  In 
1831,  the  year  of  this  Crown,  Thomas  Macaulay  wrote  to  his  rela¬ 
tives.  'The  royal  assent  was  given  yesterday  afternoon  to  the 
Reform  Bill.  I  rejoice  at  the  course  which  the  King  has  taken.  It 
has  had  the  effect  that  Lord  Grey  and  the  Whigs  have  all  the 
honor  of  the  Reform  Bill  and  the  King  none  of  it.  The  King 
makes  great  concessions,  but  he  makes  them  reluctantly  and 
ungraciously.  The  people  receive  them  without  gratitude  or  affec¬ 
tion.  What  madness  -  to  give  more  to  his  subjects  than  any  King 
ever  gave,  and  yet  to  give  in  such  a  manner  as  to  get  no  thanks.' 

William’s  reign  was  marked  by  a  series  of  reforms,  with  which 
the  King  profoundly  disagreed.  The  King  died  in  1837  and  was 
succeeded  by  the  great  Queen  Victoria.

There  was  a  white  metal  Bonomi  example  in  the  Cheshire  Collec¬ 
tion,  but  no  specimen  struck  in  silver.  The  description  there- 
referred  to  the  fact  that  this  was  the  famous  1893  incuse-design 
piece,  which  was  a  mystery  to  collectors  for  some  years  when  it 
first  appeared  on  the  market. 

Know  n  in  a  variety  of  metals,  w  ith  a  total  mintage  among  them 
probably  in  the  range  of  200-300  pieces,  this  pattern  was  appar¬ 
ently  the  invention  of  a  man  named  Joseph  Bonomi.  The  story  is 
well  told  in  Linecar  and  Stone's  book,  derived  from  an  article  in 
the  Numismatic  Circular  by  Captain  Pridmore.  Bonomi  it  seems 
was  an  Egyptian  traveller  and  antiquarian  member  of  the  Numis¬ 
matic  Society  of  London  in  1837,  who  believ  ed  that  coins  would 
wear  less  if  the  design  were  incuse  rather  than  raised,  an  idea 
which  would  take  form  in  American  gold  quarter  eagles  and  half 
eagles  starting  in  1908,  by  designer  Bela  Lyon  Pratt.  Dies  were 
sunk  by  Theophilus  Pinches  in  1893  and  offered  tor  sale  in  May 
1 893  by  Rochelle  Thomas.  They  are  accepted  among  the  patterns 
of  Queen  Victoria  by  most  collectors  simply  because  of  their 
stark  beauty.
